But  most  see*  to  be  going 
right  ahead  producing  their  own  food  at  the  same  time  they  raise  food  for  others 
They  realize  it's  Just  as  important  -  and  Just  as  patriotic  -  to  feed  their  own 
families  and  leave  co^ercial  supplies  on  grocery  shelves,  as  it  ie  to  help  in- 
those  war  food  supplies.    Alec,  they  know  from  experience  that  "living  at

.        Eor  example,  there^s  the  Archie  Joyner  family  of  Pemiscot  County,  Miseouri. 
The  Joyners  have  9  children,  including  a  son  in  the  army.    Actually  they  ere

In  Jasper  County,  Mississippi,  the  Johnny  Bogane  grow  cotton  as  their  chief 

grow  cotton  right  up  to  the  kitchen  door  and  crowd  out  a  garden,    Not  on  your 
life!    They  raise  a  fine  garden  every  year  and  also  keep  a  flock  of  poultry  for 
■neat  and  eggs,  and  tend  an  orchard  and  grape  arbor.    Like  moat  other  farm  families 
they  grow  their  own  livestock  feed  too.    Although  the  Began  family  is  small,  and 
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.they  live  in  the  south,  where  they  can  iiave  nearly  a  year-around  garden,  Mrs.  Bogan 
says  she  cans  U50  quarts  of  vegetables,  fruit,  and  meat  a  year,  besides  drying  and 
storing  other  products.    Her  family  also  butchers  its  own  meat,  has  its  own  lard 
supply,  milk,  butter,  and  cream,  and  she  makes  homemade  cheese  whenever  she  has 
left-over  milk. 

Mr.  and  Mtrs.  Elwood  Stonebrink  of  Routt  County,  Colorado  are  chiefly  potato 
farmers.    Last  year  they  sold  more  than  $2,000  worth  of  potatoes.    But  commercial 
potato  growing  doesn't  keep  them  from  being  "practically  strangers"  to  their  grocer. 
They  raise  a  good  garden  each  year,  and  Mrs.  Stonebrink  uses  her  pressure  canner 
to  put  up  fruit  and  vegetables  for  the  long  winter  months,  and  saves  both  money  and 
ration  points.    She  also  has  her  own  pork,  beef,  poultry,  eggs,  and  dairy  products. 
"Why,  even  if  my  potato  crop  failed,"  Mr.  Stonebrink  say3,  "my  family  would  still 
have  a  good  living . " 

In  Georgia,  Mack  Wiggins,  a  Negro  farmer  of  Montgomery  County,  recently  paid 
off  a  ^0-year  farm  purchase  loan  in  four  years.    You  might  think  Wiggins  did  it 
working  day  and  night  to  produce  additional  bales  of  cotton  and  by  raising  more 
tobacco  and  peanuts  to  sell.    But  he  and  his  wife  and  their  four  children  still 
took  "time  out"  to  raise  their  own  living.     "No  eating  out  of  tin  cans  and  paper 
sacks"  for  them.    They  eat  out  of  their  garden,  pantry,  and  smokehouse  the  year 
around.    L^st  year,  Mrs.  Wiggins  canned  300  quarts  of  fruits  and  vegetables,  had 
home -butchered  pork  and  beef,  milk,  cream,  and  butter,  poultry  and  eggs    and,  to 
top  it  all  off,  plenty  of  good  homemade  syrup  for  bread  and  hot  cakes. 

Well,  as  far  as  Mack  Wiggins  and  these  other  folks  you've  been  hearing  about 
today  are  concerned,  grocers  can  keep  their  food  supplies  for  other  people  who 
can't  grow  their  own. 
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
